One can add a small dial lamp in series with the xtal, like a 6.3 v 
150ma bulb or such, and watch it glow. If it glows TOO brightly, the 
xtal can fracture. That circuit would probably crack the usual tv rock 
on 3579, but would probably hold and FT-241 if you used the lamp to tame 
it down somewhat, else use the big R1 or FT-171 sized rocks.
